It had been supHsod up to
the present that the hull had been
swept away by the action of the
tides. The International Company,
to keep its real object from view,
litis been since September working
at another sunken vessel near
wk-ereth- le Brook supposed
to have foundered. MeCraeken,
who is to receive a majority of what-
ever treasure is discovered, in an
interview, says that the De Brook
lies in fifteen fathoms of water. The
divers, in going down, found a long
irregular ridge, about lilteen feet
high, eighteen foot wide, and sixty
feet long. On each side are piles of
loose stone, supposed to ! the
ballast thrown from the frigate in
the effort to raise the wreck in the
3'oar 1800.

WRECKED.

now the lake stamer biunswick
COLLIDED AND SANK. THE CAPTAIN'S

THRILLING STORY OF THE WRECK AND
STRUGGLE FOR LIFE.

the following account of the collision
between his vessel and the schooner
Carlingford, oil Port Calborn", Satur-

day :

Left Buffalo at 10 o'clock Friday
night, with a cargo of 1500 tons hard
coal, bound for Dtiluth. Il was snow-

ing a little thick wh'-- we left, but at 11

o'clock at niget it was quite clear, with
a wind about east southeast, and blow-

ing at the rate ofTsevcn miles per hour.
At 12 the first mate, John Frazer, took
charge and I went aft for a lunch.
When I left the deck the we, it her was a

little hazy, although I could pl.tiuly see-

the Dunkirk light, twelve miles olT. 1

went into the cabin, took oil my over-

coat and boots, ate lunch, and sat down
by the steam heater for a smoke. Had
just finished my smoke and was putting
on my boots to go "forward where my
room was, when I- - felt a slight j tr, and
immediately afterwards beard the sig-

nal for tin engine to stop and back. A
second jar was felt, which I supposed
was caused by the vessel rolling and
striking against the bow of the Bruns-
wick; immediately ran forward and
found we hart collided with a schooner.
I said to the mate, "This is a bad job,
Mr. Frazer," to which he answered,
"Yes sir, it is." The second mate came
on deck at this time, and I sent Lini below
toseeif we wereieakingj He quickly re-

turned and said "Captain, we are sink-

ing." I taw that the men oa the
schooner h io low ered their yawl and
could save themselves, so I headed the
Brunswick for the shore. I did not be-

lieve at the ti-n- that we were sinking,
hut I went below and found she was
rapidly filling. I thon closed the bulk-

head down and set the pumps at work.
In three quarters of an hour after the
collision the Brunswick -- went down,
bead foremost. Seen men, including
the two mates, were in the 10 pboat.
Th cooks, mysclf, and the remainder
fef the crew eiht persons in all were
to go in the starboard The boats
were hoisted and swung out on the
davits, and some of the men rem uncd
on deck to push her off. We all had on
life preservers, except myself, us the
steamer sank. She seemed ts me to
break in two as she took i sudden lurch
to the starboard and rolled over the
yawl. Mr. Frencomb, the engineer,
who was on the deck shoving the yawl
out, was jammed between her cabin,
and I never saw him after. As she went
over I let loose the stern of the yawl,
but the man at the bow did not unhook
his end, so that the yawl was taken
dewn with the steamer. I thought the
yawl would come up again and told tin;
cooks to hang rto the seat. They did
and I never saw them again. I went
down a great distance before I let go,
I thought I would never get to the top
again. When I got up I caught on to
some pieces of the wreck and was pick-

ed up by a port boat, and with others,
taken to Dunkirk.. When I reached
land I was so much exhausted that I
had to be can led ashore. The Bruns-
wick was owned by Charles Be.vfck, of
this city, and came out only last spring
valued at $150,0(10. She was insured
for $",0C0.

But his mother was a Presbyterian, and
Jackson was caie'ully trained in the
Shorter Catechism and the five points of
the Presbytci i in faith. In old age he
joined the Presbyterian church in
Nashville, Tenn. The records of the
church will show the date. One of his
brothers was taken prisoner in 1730,
during Lord Cornwallis' triumphant
match tliugh South Carolina, and
thrown into prison iu Charleston, Mrs.
Jackson rode on horseback from Lan-
caster to Charleston, it distance of nearly

S. C, the daughter of his uncle, Robert
Crawford, and sent her a handsorr.e
silver lined snuff-bo- x. as a souvenir of
their young-- days when they were
school-mate- s. The snuff box is the
property of Mrs. Sims, wife of Dr. T

Marion Sims, of New York. Mrs. Sims
is the granddaughter of Mrs. Dunlap,
and the great-granddaugh- ter of Robert
Crawford, the uncle of Gen. Jackson.
When Jackson started cut in life his
patrimony, which at that time was n

I i conclusion I may say
that my mother named your infoimant
for her cousin, Andrew Jackson. When
President, General Jackson often sent
him preseuts and after he went to the
"Hermitage" he sent.him an invitation
to make hitn a visit, as he wisaed to ee
a decendant of his favorite couth),
Sarah Crawford.
